CIR., ROYAL PALM BEACH, FLORIDA 33411 TO ASSIST SGT. FELLOWS REFERENCE TO AN 
ABANDONED RESIDENCE WITH A VERY FOUL ODOR EMITTING FROM WITHIN THE RESIDENCE. 
THE SMELL WAS PUNGNENT ENOUGH THAT NEIGHBORS ON EACH SIDE OF THE RESIDENCE, 
AND ACROSS THE STREET WERE COMPLAINING ABOUT IT. ON ARRIVAL, THE EXTERIOR OF 
THE RESIDENCE WAS UNKEPT, GRASS VERY HIGH, VARIOUS ITEMS IN THE GRASS AND SIDE 
AND BACK OF THE RESIDENCE. THREE VEHICLE'S WERE IN THE DRIVEWAY, FLORIDA

STORES. ALL VEHICLE TAGS WERE CURRENT. ALL THREE VEHICLES WERE REGISTERED TO 
MARGUERITE MCCORMACK W/F DOB 03/26/48. THE RESIDENCE WAS A SINGLE STORY, FOUR 
BEROOM, TWO BATH, TWO CAR GARAGE PAINTED IN TWO TONE GRAY. THE FRONT DOOR 
FACES NORTH. 

SGT. FELLOWS AND I LOCATED A FRONT BEDROOM WINDOW OPEN, NORTH SIDE OF THE 
RESIDENCE. I GAINED ACCESS AND BEGAN A CURSORY SEARCH OF THE RESIDENCE, 

ANNOUNCING MY SELF AS "SHERIFF'S OFFICE, DOES ANYONE NEED HELP," REPEATDELY. 

THE BEDROOM FLOOR, BEDDING, FURNITURE HAD FECES AND URINE THROUGHOUT. THE 
INTERIOR BEDROOM WAS PACKED WITH OLD FURNITURE. BOOKS, MAGAZINES, OLD FOOD.THE 
SMELL WITHIN WAS HORRIBLE, GAGGING ODORS. I CONTINUED MY TREK SLOWLY, HAS 
FOOTING, AND BALANCING ON THE AMOUNT OF DIRTY, DISGUSTING CONDITIONS THAT I 
OBSERVED. SOME AREAS OF THE FLOOR WERE NOT VISIBLE HAS BROKEN OR OLD HOME 
FURNISHINGS OVERWHELMED THE FLOOR SPACE. I YELLED OUT TO SGT. FELLOWS THAT WE 
SHOULD POSSIBLY BE WEARING HAZMAT PROTECTIVE SUITS. I SEARCHED EVERY ROOM 
WITHIN CHECKING FOR A POSSIBLE INJURED VICTIM OR A DECEASED VICTIM. 

I WORKED MY WAY BACK TOWARDS THE POINT OF ENTRY. EVERYWHERE I STEPPED, IT WAS 
DEPLORABLE, HARSH, BEYOND THE SCOPE OF WHY THE RESIDENCE WAS LIVED IN AND/OR 
LEFT IN SUCH A SAD CONDITION. DURING MY SEARCH, RAT DROPPING'S WERE EVIDENT 
THROUGHOUT. THEIR WERE THREE REFRIGERATOR'S PACKED WITH OLD FOOD, MAGGOT'S 
FILLED WITHIN EACH APPLIANCE. SHUTTING THE DOOR OF EACH TO CONTAIN INSECTS. 

CHECKING THE REMAINING EXTERIOR, REAR SOUTH YARD, I OBSERVED MORE DISCARDED 
FURNITURE, FOOD, ETC. IN PLAINVIEW, I OBSERVED TWO LARGE RATS FEASTING ON THE 
REMAINS OF ANOTHER ANIMAL CARCUSS. A SNAKE SKIN WAS OBSERVED INSIDE THE EAST 
YARD GATE. I SHUT THIS IMMEDIATELY . SGT. FELLOWS CONTACTED ROYAL PALM BEACH 
CODE ENFORCEMNENT. CODE OFFICER DINA FOLEY RESPONDED. FOLEY STATED THE HOME 
OWNERS, IDENTIFIED AS MARGUERITE MCCORMACK HAVE BEEN CITED BEFORE. SOME OF THE 
NEIGHBORS ARRIVED OUT FRONT AND ONE STATING THE LAST TIME ANYONE WAS SEEN AT 
THE HOME WAS BACK IN NOVEMBER OF 2013. ANOTHER STATED IT WAS AGAIN ANOTHER 
TIME BACK IN FEBRUARY 2014. THE RESIDENCE POSES A EXTREME HEALTH RISK TO THE 
SURROUNDING RESIDENCES, THEIR CHILDREN, AND FAMILY PETS. I DID TELEPHONE THE 
PALM BEACH COUNTY HEALTH DEPARTMENT, 561-837-5900 ADVISING OF THE SITUATION 
AND THAT A HOME VISIT IS WARRANTED. THEY ADVISED SOME ONE WOULD BE 
INVESTIGATING . I ADVISED THE HOME WAS AN ENVIROMENTAL HAZARD TO THOSE WITH IN 
THE NEIGHBORHOOD. THIS CONCLUDES MY INVOLVEMENT IN THIS CASE
